Vice-Chancellor Bird ha* filed an 
opinion in the case of Amet vs. the 
Union Building aud Loan Association, 
which defines the rights of a subscriber 
to the association when their money is 
withheld. 

Amer holds^ten shares of the stock in 
the Union Budding and Loan Associa-

tion of New Brunswick. When he 
joined, it was with the understanding 
that in consideration of the payment of 
one dollar per share each week he was 
to receive $200 when the association 
closed aud each share was worth that 
aura. 

Those who had become borrowers 
were- to have their obligations cancelled, 
while the others were to receive $200 In 
cash. In Septeml>er. 1881, the associa¬ 
tion was declared closed. Amer as the 
owner of ten shares wants $2,000 with 
Interest from 1881. Others have been 
paid, and many loans have been cancelled, 
but the association refuses to settle 
with him. The bill which was filed sets 
forth that the association iq Insolvent, 
and prays for a discovery and the ap¬ 
pointment of a receiver. 

Vice-Chancellor Bird declared: ‘ It 
would be monstrous Injustice to deny 
the complainant relief. The managers 
of this Institution have so conducted Its 
affairs that those who took loans prompt¬ 
ly received all the benefits designed by 
the formation of the association; while 
those who simply invested their cash 
have been obliged to wait ten years with 
the prospect of receiving at least less 
than the principal originally Invested.”
